Vessel Only 35 Are Saved—Ignor- 
ant Peasants Struggle Frantically 
in Attempt to Escape. 


St Petersburg, Sept. 25. -One hun- 


dred and fifty persons were drowned in 
the Dwina river, following a collision 
between the bteamer Obnoska and an 
unknown ship during a fog on Holi- 
day, 
according to dispatches received 


heie. 


There were 1JO passengers on the 


Obnoska at the time of the disaster 


The dispatch says the vessels met 


in a fog and so quickly did the Ob- 
noska settle that only thirty-five pas- 
sengers and members of the crew 
were rescued \ 


The Dvvlna river is wide and swift 


where the collision occurred. 


As the boats struck, passengers on 


the. Obnoska rushed up on the decks 
Many of the passengers were ignorant 
peasants and they struggled frantical- 
ly with oflicers and sailors, who tried 
to marshal them in line for debarka. 
tion in the few life boats which were 
carried. Part of these boats had been 
wrecked in the collision and were use- 
less. 


As the first boat was loosened from 


its davits the big steamer listed and 
plunged to its grave 


Only a few passengers and sailors 


had opportunity to jump into the wa 
ter and save their lives.

the case In the parish of St. Max 
imin'B. in Metz. 


The older clergy of Alsace-Lorraine 


were brought up under French influ- 
ence, and are accustomed to pro- 
nounce the church Latin with the soft 
French "u." Tho younger generation 
has been taught in the schools to pro- 
nounce the "u" full, according to the 
Germnn and Italian manner. 


Yesterday the choir oE St. Maxlmln's 


pronounced the Latin of the pieces 
sung at mass in the German way. The 
parish priest, an old man, solemnly 
rebuked tbem^ and they shut up their 
ifluslc books and left the church. 


Probably the clergyman found tho 


new pronunciation grated dn his ears, 
and his outburst was due to the sensi- 
tiveness of a scholar.

Graphic Story Related by Dr. Mclcher, 


Who Brought Corpse Out of the 


Confederate Lines. 


Samuel H. Melcher, who now lives 


it 2327 West Jackson boulevard, Chi- 
cago, obtained the body of Gen. Lyon 
torn Gen. Price after tho hattle of 
Wilson's Creek and carried It into the 
Union lines, accompanied by a volun- 
.eer escort of confederate soldiers, in 
ils capacity of army surgeon Dr. Mel- 
cher was Immuno from capture und 
mprisomnent by the enemy and uinde 
il3 way without trouble to Gen. Price's 
leadquarters, assisted by a friendly 
colonel. Ho can speak aulhorllativo- 
y on the much discussed subject of 
3en. Lyon's garb at the time of the 
battle and states tbat the general was 
dressed In military uniform. The story 
of the recovery of the body Is told In | 
Dr. Molcher'B own' words as follows, 


"When Col. Sigol's reserve, which 


lad retreated on the Who road south, 
mlted at tho Thompson farm some of 
the men brought to me Gen. Rams' di- 
vision surgeon, Smith, who had been 
captured while coming with help for 
the wounded. I had him immediately 
released and we started back on the 
Wire road In the direction tho lighting 
hud taken place to look for wounded. 
Dr. Smith took the lead through the 
timber and proceeded In a northwest- 
erly direction until we reached a larse 
confederate emergency hospital, close 
by a big spring. 


"Receiving Information that most of 


the wounded of tho last part of the 
battle were being attended to near HIP 
creek, we set out In that direction and 
wore soon in the rand crossing over 
Bloody hill. The position of tho dead 
on both sides of our path showed how 
terrible the struggle had been. 
On 


each side of the road were dead sol- 
diers, the gray on one side anil the 
blue on the other. After going a short 
time we started to count and, as we 
did not wish to go back, we estimated 
that there were 300 or 400 OH both 
eldes of tho path. 


Upon dismounting at the hospital 


the first and only person that I recog- 
nized was the long haired Col. Em- 
met McDonald, a young lawyer of St. 
Louis, ono of llio most outspoken se- 
cessionists. 
When ho was taken at 


tho capture of Camp Jackson in St 
Louis he absolutely refused to be pa- 
roled and was accordingly brought to 
the nrsenul and held a prisoner 


'As I had occasion several limes 


each day to pass the tent where Mc- 
Donald was held, I saw him standing 
in front of the entrance dressed in a 
sort of. French cavalry uniform, with 
his arms folded, his eyes glistening, 
his swarthy countenance seeming to 
threaten vengeance If he should ever 
he free', again. 
I had never met him 


and had no 111 will, whatever opinion 
lie might have, and so, as I passed, 1 
simply touched my cap, and to my 
surprise he seemed each time to sof- 
ten a little and touched his in return. 


"So, when I saw him step quickly 


toward mo as I entered the confed- 
erate camp after the battle o[ Wil- 
son's Creek, and warmly take Vno by 
the hand, I was somewhat surprised. 
After talking a moment in regard to 
the wounded he informed me that 


Gen. 
Lyon was killed. 
Instantly I 


said: 
'Can I have his body?' He at 


onco said: 
'Come with me and I'll j 


see.' 
He went with me directly to 


Gen. 
Price's headquarters and, as he 


had never known my name, ho said: 
'This is Gen. Lyon's surgeon. 
He 


wishes the body. I want you to give 
it to him. He Is the only officer who 
treated me decently in the arsenal.' 


"Gen. Price, who was dressed as an 


ordinary citizen, with no insignia of 
rank except a black leather belt In 
which was a small Colt's revolver, 
held out his hand In a fatherly man- 
ner and -we clasped hands. Turning 
'to Gen. Rains, he asked if he knew 
where the body was. Replying In the 
affirmative, Gen. Rains was ordered to 
bring it for Identification. In perhaps 
twenty minutes a wagon drove up, and 
I was asked to examine the contents. 
Upon raising the blanket which cov- 
ered the face of the dead man I at 
once recognize our general. 


"Gen. Rains asked: 
'What is your 


pleasure?' and I replied that I would 
like to have the body carried to the 
Ray house. 


"As soon as a coffin could be made 


the body was taken to the Phelps 
farm. After the body had been on ex- 
hibition for several days Gen. Price 
ordered it burled. This was done Aug. 
14 by Col. Snead, who says: 'I buried 
him by instructions from Gen. Price, 
and I eald as I put him in the ground, 
"That is the greatest enthusiast I ever 
saw and the greatest man."' Aug. 22 
an undertaker from St. Louis and a 
party of relatives came and bad tho 
body exhumed and It was taken east."

LYON:S BODY RECOVERED 


Graphic Story Related by Dr. Meleher, 


Who Brought Corpse Out of the 


Confederate Lines. 


Samuel H. Melcber, who now lives 


at 2327 West Jackson boulevard. Chi- 
cago, obtained the body of Gen. Lyon 
from Gen. Price after tho battle of 
Wilson's Creek and carried it into the 
Union lines, accompanied by a volun- 
teer escort of confederate soldiers. In 
his capacity of army surgeou Dr. .Mel- 
cber was immune from capture and 
imprisonment by the enemy and made 
his way without trouble to Gen. Price's 
headquarters, assisted by a friendly 
colonel. He can speak authoritative- 
ly ou the much discussed subject of 
Gen. Lyon's garb at the time of the 
battle and states that the general was 
dressed in military uniform. Tho story 
of the recovery of the body is told in ] 
Dr. Melcher'B own words as follows: j 


"When Col. Sigel's reserve, which , 


had retreated on the %Vlro road south, ; 
halted at the Thompson farm some of 
the men brought to me Gen. Rains' di- 
vision surgeon. Smith, who had been 
captured while cominij with help for 
the wounded. I had him Immediately 
released and we started back on the 
Wire road in the direction the finhting 
had taken place to look for wounded. I 
Dr. Smith took the lead through thfi , 
timber and proceeded In a northwest- I 
erly direction until we reached a Inr^e j 
confederate emergency hospital, close I 
by a big spring. 
I 


"Receiving informatlou that most of j 


the wounded of the last part of the j 
battle were being attended to near I he , 
creek, we set out in that direction and i 
wore 'soon in the road crossing over | 
Bloody hill. The position of the dead 
on both sides of our path showed how 
terrible the struggle had been. 
On 


each side of the road were dead sol- 
diers, the gray on one side ami the 
bine on the other^. After going a short 
time we started to count and, as we 
did not wish to go back, we estimated 
that there were 300 or 400 on both 
sides of the path. 


"Upon dismounting at the hospital 


the lirst and only person that I recog- 
nized was the long haired Col. Kin- 
met McDonald, a young lawyer of St. 
Louis, cne of the most outspoken se- 
cessionists. 
When he was taken at 


the capture of Camp Jackson in St. 
I ouis he absolutely refused to bo pa- 
roled and was accordingly brought to 
the arsenal and held n. prisoner. 


"As I had occasion several times 


each day to pass the tent where Mc- 
Donald was held,,! saw him standing 
in front of the entrance dressed in a 
sort of French cavalry uniform, with 
his arms folded, his eyes glistening, 
his swarthy countenance seeming to 
threaten vengeance If he should ever 
be free' again. I -had never met him 
and had no ill will, whatever opinion | 
he might have, and so, as I passed. I 
simply touched my cap. and to my 
surprise he seemed each time to sof- 
ten a little and touched his in return. 


"So when I saw him step quickly 


toward me as I entered the confed- 
erate camp after the battle of Wil- 
son's Creek, and warmly take 'mo by 
the hand, I was somewhat surprised. 
After talking a moment in regard to 
the wounded he informed mn that 
Gen 
Lyon was killed. 
Instantly I 


said: 
'Can I have his body?' He at 


once said: 
'Come with me and 111 


see.' 
He went with me directly to 


Gen. Price's headquarters and, as he 
had never known my name, he said: j 
•This is Gen. Lyon's surgeon. 
He 


wishes the body. I want you to give . 
It to him. He is the only officer who 
treated me decently In the arsenal.' 


"Gen. Price, who was dressed as an 


ordinary citizen, with no insignia of 
rank except a black leather belt In 
which was a small Colt's revolver, 
held out his hand In a fatherly man- 
ner and we clasped hands. Turning 
to Gen. Rains, he asked if he knew 
where the body was. Replying in the 
affirmative, Gen. Rains was ordered to 
bring it for identification. In perhaps 
twenty minutes a wagon drove up. and 
I was asked to examine the contents. 
Upon raising tho blanket which cov- 
ered the face of the dead man I at 
once recognize our general. 


"Gen. Rains asked: . 'What is your 


pleasure?' and I replied that I would 
like to have the body carried to the 
Ray house. 


"As soon as a coffin could be made 


the body was taken to the Phelps 
farm 
After the body had been on ex- 


hibition for several days Gen. Price 
ordereo it buried. This was done Aug. 
14 by Col. Snead, who says: 'I buried 
him by instructions from Gen. Price, 
and I said as I put him In the ground. 
"That Is the greatest enthusiast I ever 
saw and the greatest man."' Aug. 22 
an undertaker from St. Louis and a 
party of relatives came and had tho 
body exhumed and It was taken east.

IS A THRILLER 


A Narrative That Concerns the 


Welfare of Millions. 


SHOWS EVILS OF PROTECTION 


Whole People Robbed by a Tariff That 


Rich Manufacturer May Benefit— 
Robert Kenneth MacLea, Consult- 
ing Expert of the Tariff Board, 
Shows That the American People 
Are Mulcted of $88,000,000 a Year. 


New York, August.—Did you ever

The story of cotton is tho story of a 


protective tariff for tho benefit of rich 
manufacturers at the expense of the 
whole people who wear cotton goods. 


It has been reasonably calculated 


that because the cotton tariff Is fixed 
by the Payne-Aldrich law the Ameri- 
can people are paying $88.000,000 more 
every year than they should pay for 
their cotton goods and that a caving 
of this amount could be accomplished 
by a reasonable reduction In the pres- 
ent duties. 


The story of cotton Is told by an ex- 


pert, Robert Kenneth MacLea, consult- 
ing expert of the tariff board, in a se- 
ries of articles published la the New 
York World. Mr. MacLea's views are 
tho views of a lifelong Republican, a 
friend of the protective policy o! the 
Republican party, but at the 
same 


time an opponent of tariff graft and fa- 
voritism. 
To this work Mr. MacLea 


has brought a varied experience, cov- 
ering more than 20 years, in the man- 


ufacture and marketing of textiles. 


Ho first distinguished himself as an 


advocate of honest tariff legislation by 
finding tho "Jokers" of the Payno-Al- 
drlch act, when the agents of a few 
New England mills were permitted to 
write their own rates to suit them- 
selves. He was chairman of tho tar- 
iff committee of tho New York Dry 
Goods Merchants' association and In 
this capacity 
conducted a campaign 


which attracted the attention of the 
nowly created tariff board. To accept 
the position of consulting expert to 
the board he gnve up tho management 
of tho domestic business of the New 
York firms of R. B. MacLea & Co. 
and Converse & Co. 


The story of cotton is a companion 


piece to the story of Schedule K—the 
woolen schedule—declared by Presi- 
dent Taft to bo infamous and indefen- 
sible. 


The findings of the tariff board with 


regard to the woolen schedule were 
analyzed by Chairman Underwood of 
tho ways and means committee and 
condemned as inaccurate, Incomplete 
and worthless as an aid to legislation. 


When the tariff board's findings on 


tho cotton schedule were made public 
the World decided to make its own 
investigation concerning it, and Mr.

Mr. MacLea used the same cloth sam- 
ples as concrete Illustrations of the 
workings of the tariff and from these 
exposed the very 
generally 
perpe- 


trated fraud of selling American made 
goods as Imported, and showed why 
the excessive tariff permits and fos- 
ters this Imposition. 


Recognizing that the tarld would be 


a vital issue of the campaign and that 
controversy would center about Presi- 
dent Toft's "nonpartisan" tariff board 
and its work, the World undertook the 
Investigation of cotton and sought an- 
swers to the following Questions:
